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AS Roma confirmed for 0z Tour 


ICC Serie A giants Roma have been con- 
firmed as the third and final side to play 
in next year’s International Champions 
Cup at the MCG. 

Roma, currently second in the league, 
join European champions Real Madrid 
and Premier League winners Manchester 
City in a super-powered tournament from 
July 18-24. 

The news was confirmed via the ICC on 
Twitter on Wednesday. 

A report in the Herald Sun on 
Wednesday revealed Roma are likely to 
kick-off the tournament against Cristiano 
Ronaldo, Gareth Bale and their Real 
team-mates on July 18. 

The Italians would back up and play 
Manchester City three days later before 
Manuel Pellegrini’s men take on Real to 
close the event on July 24. 

It is understood the event organisers - 
Nine Live and TLA Worldwide - have 
signed a four-year deal to host the ICC in 
Australia. 

It could see clubs likes Barcelona, 
Manchester United, Chelsea, Liverpool, 
Bayern Munich, Juventus, AC Milan, 
Paris Saint-Germain and Arsenal head

Down Under in coming years. 

It was believed Inter Milan would be the 
third side to take part in the tournament 
but organisers decided to go with Roma. 
The Roma side contains Italian legend 
Francesco Totti, who scored the famous 
penalty which knocked Australia out of 
the 2006 World Cup in Germany. 

Perth Glory teenager Daniel De Silva will 
also be a part of the Roma squad next 
season after he was signed by the club 
earlier this year before being loaned back 
to the A-League club. 


Ange names preliminary squad 


ASIA CUP A host of players returning from 
injury and inexperienced youngsters were 
named in Australia’s preliminary squad for 
the AFC Asian Cup. 

Australia coach Ange Postecoglou offered 
plenty of international hopefuls every 
chance of earning a berth at the Asian 
Cup by announcing an extended 46-man 
squad a month out from the tournament 
on Monday. 

There were no major absentees from the 
group, which consists of every member of 
Australia’s final 2014 World Cup squad and 
the majority of the players who have since 
featured in friendlies under Postecoglou. 

Bailey Wright, Adam Taggart, Rhys 
Williams and Josh Kennedy were included 
despite battling injuries in recent months, 
with Celtic's Tom Rogic one of the few 
overlooked. 

“Tm happy with the depth of squad we 
have been able to name and it is now up to 
these 46 guys to ensure they are selected in 
the final squad for the Asian Cup and rise 
to the challenge ahead,’ Postecoglou said in 
a statement released on Football Federation 
Australia’s website. 

“We have set about trying to broaden 
the depth of players and I’m happy with 


how that has transpired over the last five 
matches since the World Cup. We have a 
good group of players to choose from for 
what will be an exciting time for Australian 
football. 

“We still have three or four weeks before 
we finalise the squad so there is opportuni- 
ty for all 46 players to push their claims for 
inclusion in the final list of 23” 

Long-term injury victims Williams and 
Kennedy in particular will raise eyebrows 
with their inclusion in the long list. 

“Josh ... and Rhys missed the World Cup 
through injury so it is nice to be able to 
select them in the provisional squad and 
there is no doubt their proven internation- 
al record will give us a boost if they are 
named in the final squad of 23,” Posteco- 
glou said. 

Four players yet to be capped at senior 
level, Luke Brattan, Mustafa Amini, Daniel 
De Silva and Josh Risdon, were among 
those named. 

The final squad of 23 players must be sub- 
mitted to the Asian Football Confederation 
by December 30, while injury replacements 
can be named prior to the tournament's 
start from the original extended squad.

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hen Alessandro Del Piero, Emile Heskey and Shinji 
Ono stormed the A-League they delivered a package 
of serious football pedigrees, stellar careers, and interna- 
tional headlines that reinvigorated the Hyundai A- League. 
But now a new breed of overseas players are flying under 
the radar and transforming the League. 

Following the departure of those storied three, the per- 
formances of Andy Keogh at Perth Glory, Sergio Cirio at 
Adelaide United and Marc Janko at Sydney FC have set the 
A-League alight and driven their teams into the top four. 
Keogh and Cirio have also chipped in with 3 precious goals 
apiece to launch their clubs into this Tuesday nights sold 
out FFA Cup Final at Coopers Stadium. 

None of these players arrived in Australia with the 
weighty expectations or heavy reputations of their prede- 
cessors but all three have the “lean and hungry look” which 
Caesar feared. Built like a champion greyhound six foot 
Keogh has been a revelation for Glory, forever harrying 
opposition back fours or making runs into the heart of 
the attacking zone. He also has that ability to grab crucial 
goals at vital moments. His 9 goals in Cup and League 
have transformed Perth from the confidence drained 
team finishing ninth last season to the top of the ladder in 
Season 10. 

If the Glory renaissance had been unanticipated, then 
the identity of the leading man is similarly unexpected. 
Dublin born Keogh’s footballing life has been filled with 
endeavour and perspiration but never quite the rewards 
or acclaim he perhaps deserved. Since joining Leeds at 
16 Keogh has grafted away for most of his years in League 
One and Championship clubs. 

Most notably he spearheaded Scunthorpe’s promotion 

into the Championship in 2007 landing a contract at 
Wolverhampton Wolves where he played 113 matches and 
winning promotion to the Premier League where he would 
make 13 appearances over 2 seasons. 

If Keogh arrived in Perth without fanfare, then Sergio 
Cirio slipped into Adelaide in 2013 with few people know- 
ing anything about him. The product of the Barcelona 
Academy played the majority of his career in Segunda 
Division B and the Tercera Division. He showed his class 
during his first season with the Reds knocking in 8 goals 
during 23 matches, but in season 2014-15 has emerged as 
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one of the key weapons of Josep Gombau’s invasion foree. 
The Spaniard’s incisive running and telepathic combination 
with fellow imports Isaias and Marcelo Carrusca have pow- 
ered the Reds irrepressible drive into second spot on the 
A-League ladder. Cirio has pocketed three goals along the 
way as well as a further 3 which have steered Adelaide into 
their eagerly awaited Cup Final clash with Perth. 

If the Reds are happy to turn around their 6th finish 
from last season to sit in third spot, then Sydney FC are 
ecstatic to have moved into fourth. Since taking the double 
in 2009-2010 the Sky Blues have floundered on a sea of 
instability, churning through players and coaches with a 
reckless hunger. So far this season they have displayed 
organisation, purpose and unity not seen since Vitézslav 
Lavicka was at the helm. 

The towering figure of Marc Janco has lead SFC’s resur- 
gence. Like his fellow stealth bombers Janko arrived with 
little fanfare but with the same yearning for success. The 
imposing No. 9 has exuded the professionalism one would 
expect from the skipper of Austria. A feature of his per- 
formances has been his phenomenal work rate, selflessly 
closing down opponents and tracking into midfield to 
break up opponent's attacks. When Sydney has the ball 
he is a constant head ache for defenders with his pace and 
ability in the air. His spectacular long range strike against 
Brisbane showed just how dangerous he is when given time 
on the ball. 

Sydney will be sweating on his return to the starting 
line-up for their “Big Blue” clash with Melbourne Victory 
at Etihad on Saturday night. It is no coincidence they sur- 
rendered a 1-0 lead while the inspiring Janko was sidelined 
with an adductor strain during last week’s disappointing 
home loss. Right on cue the tireless Keogh popped up 
to cheekily slot the winner from the penalty spot to seize 
Perth’s 2-1 victory in the dying seconds of a sapping 
encounter. 

Round 10 and the highly anticipated inaugural FFA Cup 
Final will provide these “Stealth Bombers” with further 
opportunities to continue their quiet but lethal assaults 
on this season’s competitions, and also provide a timely 
reminder of the rich bounties carefully chosen imports can

wo late second half goals ensured 

Perth Glory FC take full points as it 
defeated Sydney FC 2-1 amidst contro- 
versy at Allianz Stadium overnight. 
A dubious penalty awarded to the Sky 
Blues in the 56th minute put the home 
team in front but a tremendous fight 
back from the West Australians, with 
goals from man-of-the-match Rostyn 
Griffiths and Andy Keogh was enough to 
cancel out Sydney’s thunder and main- 
tain Perth’s unbeaten run in six Hyundai 
A-League matches and remain at the top 
of the table. 
Sydney kicked off the second half with 
more fire in its belly and ten minutes in, 
were in front after a controversial penalty 
was awarded to the Blues. Perth’s Dino 
Djulbic was hit on the arm inside the 
box and referee Alan Miliner pointed to 
the spot kick. Replays showed Djulbic 
turned away as the ball blasted into his 
arm with his hands behind his back but 
Miliner was not buying any of the Glory 
players’ protests. Up stepped former 
Glory striker Shane Smeltz who buried 
the ball into the back of the net. 
That goal spurred the Blues on who 
enjoyed a commanding spell and could 
have scored five minutes later but Vu- 
kovic was called again who made a reflex 
save to deny Terry Antonis. 


With 20 minutes to go the momentum 
slowly shifted in Glory’s favour. Djulbic 
came close to being the hero with a close 
header off a corner in the 71st minute. 
Nearly 15 minutes later, dead ball 
specialist Nebo Marinkovic fired a free 
kick into the box, which found Griffiths 
who expertly headed the ball through 
Janjetovic’s hands and into the back of 
the net. 

It was Grififth’s first goal of the season 
and enough to inspire Glory to chase 
the win. The sealer came three minutes 
from full-time after Scott Jamieson was 
clipped in the box. Sharp shooter Keogh 
stepped up to take the penalty who 
placed it into the back of the next and at 
the same time registered his sixth Hyun- 
dai A-League goal of the season. 
Griffiths said he was delighted to score 
his first goal of the season. 

“T probably should have scored early on 
but to score when I did was important 
for the boys and I’m over the moon and 
hope there’s more to come” he said. 

“To go back home with four points on 

a tough road trip, first against Brisbane 
and then Sydney, the challenge was to 
keep mentally strong and we've done 
that”. 

Glory will now face Newcastle Jets on 
Friday at nib Stadium.

| Pies night saw both Melbourne Vic- 
tory and the Central Coast Mariners 
travel to North Sydney Oval, a fixture 
fraught with controversy in the lead up to 
the game.

Melbourne defender Daniel Georgieovski 
made matters worse for the Mariners, 
when he opened his A-league account in 
style in the 68th minute. The Macedo- 
nian international dispossessed Nick 
Montgomery 30 yards from goal and 
took a couple of touches towards goal 
before unleashing a beautiful curling 
effort into the top corner past the hapless 
Reddy. Connor Pain then replaced Archie 
Thompson in the 71st minute, and it 
took the youngster only 2 minutes to find 
the back of the net. Kosta Barbarouses 
found space down the right hand side 
and was able to swing a ball in across the 
face of goal to find Pain at the back-post 
for an easy finish. 

Kevin Muscat can draw plenty of confi- 
dence from the match after collecting 3 
points away from home, a clean sheet and 
no injuries. Phil Moss however faces an 
uphill battle after a 4th consecutive home 
loss. With the impending departure of 
recent “key signings” Malick Mane, Kim 
Seong-yong and Eddy Bosnar, there is 

no other team in the league that is in as 
desperate need for the January transfer 
window. An out-and-out goal poacher 
should be the top priority for Moss fol- 
lowing a goal-shy start to the season with 
only 5 goals in 9 games.

Carney was a constant menace and Was 
desperately unlucky not to score three 
minutes before half time. 

He was fouled on the edge of the area 

by Tom Doyle and took the ensuing free 
kick himself. 

The effort from the most impossible of 
angles was only kept out of Moss’ goal by 
the upright on his right hand side. 

It now appears that the play-offs are 
beyond them already. 

Wellington though are flying, nine points 
clear of sixth position and already seem 
assured of a finals birth.

A-League Match Report | Round 9 


WSW see Red i in Adelaide | 


Adelaide United made a swift return to 

the winner’s circle and made light work of 
the undermanned, bottom-placed Western 
Sydney Wanderers with a 2-0 triumph at 
Coopers Stadium on Saturday night. 

‘The Reds completely dominated proceed- 
ings, with goals either side of half-time 

to Marcelo Carrusca and Fabio Ferrei- 

ra surrounded by a swag of legitimate 
near-misses. 

The two-goal margin arguably flattered the 
winless Wanderers, whose bid to spring an 
upset was undone inside the first 18 min- 
utes when captain Nikolai Topor-Stanley 
was red-carded, AFC champions Western 
Sydney entering next week’s FIFA World 
Club Cup in atrocious form. 

‘The Reds opened broke the dealock 

after Sergio Cirio infiltrated his way past 
Brendan Hamill on the left flank before 
centring wickedly to Carrusca, who ended 
a dominant but frustrating period for the 
hosts with a sweet touch into the net’s 
bottom corner from eight yards. 

The score was doubled when Carrusca’s 
typically deft pass was collected by Ferriera, 
who nonchalantly worked his way past 
three hapless Wanderers defenders. 

The Portuguese winger swooped his way 
into the box and mopped up his own 
deflection by crashing the ball into the top 
corner. 

The two combatants waged a scrappy arm 
wrestle early before Topor-Stanley’s send-off 
- with two yellow cards in as many minutes 


- short-changed the visitors and altered the 
whole temperature of the contest. 

Cirio brought the vocal crowd to its feet in 
the 72nd minute when he came agonisingly 
close to slotting possibly the goal of the 
year, uncorking a rifle from range following 
a delightful chain of passes. 

But his shot cracked the post before 
rebounding back to his own feet. The 
follow-up from Cirio wobbled wide, the 
Spanish marvel probably still stunned by 
what just happened.

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Red-Hot Burns In Name and Nature 


With the Asia Cup just around the corner, Nathan Burns has hit a rich vein of form just at the right 
time, and may well be a front-runner to lead the Socceroos’ attack in its quest for glory on home soil. 


ver the last 10 years or 
so, many young Austra- 
lian footballers have been 


thrust into the limelight and given 
with the tag of being ‘Australia’s 
Next Harry Kewell: Wellington 
Phoenix striker Nathan Burns was 
one of those after he burst out of 
the blocks in the 2006/07 A-League 
season with his attacking play win- 
ning many plaudits. However it is 
fair to say that the boy from coun- 
try New South Wales has not set 
the world alight as was once hoped 
so with his spell overseas produc- 
ing little regular first team football 
which ultimately undermined his 
Socceroo aspirations. 

Although born in Orange, the 
26 year-old grew up in nearby 
Blayney where his football talents 
were spotted at an early age before he was snapped up by 
the New South Wales Institute of Sport (NSWIS). A move 
to suburban Sydney followed where Burns was schooled at 
Westfield Sports High, following in the footsteps of the likes 
of Kewell and Alex Brosque. After being one of the shining 
lights in the Joeys Under 17 World Cup campaign in 2005, 
Burns spent a few months training at the AIS in Canberra 
before being snapped up by Adelaide United in 2006. 

After a few substitute appearances, Burns made his start- 
ing debut for the club in a 4-1 home loss against Sydney FC 
in Round 6 where he showed maturity behind his years in 
scoring what was then a brilliant equaliser. The youngster 
continued his good form and retained his spot in the team 
throughout the season which included a hat trick against 
the Mariners in Round 21. His impressive form even saw 
him earn a call up for the Socceroos in their pre-Asian Cup 
friendly against Singapore with the young gun taken to the 
tournament as a train-on player. 

He began the next A-League season with some stellar 
performances prompting plenty of European interests as 
Burns combined well with fellow youngster Bruce Djite. His 
form dipped throughout the season as injuries took their 
toll but he returned just in time to help the Reds qualify 
to the knockout stages of the Asian Champions League. 
Despite reported interest from several clubs in Western Eu- 
rope, Burns signed a four-year contract with Greek giants 
AEK Athens in June 2008. However much to the surprise 
of many in Australia, the talented attacker was left out of 
Graham Arnold's Olyroos contingent for the 2008 Olympics 
in Beijing. 


After struggling for game time in 
his first season with AEK, Burns 
was loaned to second division 
side Kerkrya for the 2009/10 
campaign. The Aussie started for 
the Corfu based outfit scoring 
8 times in 31 games as the club 
achieved promotion to the top 
flight. Despite his excellent form, 
he missed out on selection for 
the World Cup in South Africa. 
His recall to AEK coincided with 
the club’s tour of Sydney with the 
local starring at the Sydney Fes- 
tival of Football which included 
a winner over Scottish giants 
Rangers as the Greeks won the 
tournament. Increased game time 
in Athens saw Burns earn a Soc- 
ceroos recall with the attacking 
midfielder included in the 2011 
Asian Cup squad where he saw little game time. 

Despite some promising signs, circumstances soon turned 
sour in Greece with a lack of game time seeing Burns look- 
ing for a new club with several A-League sides showing in- 
terest. He ignored their offers and signed for Korean side 
Incheon United in January 2012 in order to boost his na- 
tional team chances. However a combination of poor form, 
injuries and failure to adjust to his new surroundings saw 
him return back to Australia for a 12 game loan stint with 
the Newcastle Jets which saw him recapture some of his 
good form, including a brace in a 2-1 away win over the 
Melbourne Victory at AAMI Park. 

A return back to Korea saw little progress and Burns once 
again sets his sights on a return back home for the 2013/14 
season after missing out on selection for the 2014 World 
Cup squad. The Jets waived their chance to sign their former 
player, citing concerns over his knee as the crucial factor for 
their refusal to take up the offer. Ernie Merrick and the Wel- 
lington Phoenix stepped in and signed the former Adelaide 
man, keen to give him a new lease on life across the Tasman 
at the Westpac. 

‘The rest is history with Burns the competition's top scor- 
er after 9 rounds with 8 goals and back in the Socceroos 
frame after he was announced as part of Ange Postecoglou’s 
extended squad for the Asian Cup. Given the lack of reli- 
able and proven goalscoring options upfront besides Tim 
Cahill, Burns might just found himself at the centre of the 
action come January, with the man once touted as the next 
Harry Kewell being asked to step and fill the role up front 
which has been left largely unfilled since the retirement of 


one Mark Viduka.

The road to final started in June 
when Adelaide edged out Wellington 
Phoenix 1-0 in the round of 32, thanks 
toa Cirio goal, while Keogh’s brace 
gave the Glory a 2-0 win at Newcastle 
Jets. Adelaide met A-League opponents 
again in the Round of 16, and Djite 
and Cirio gave them a 2-0 win against 
Brisbane Roar. The Glory met Victorian 
State League side St Albans Saints and 
won 4-1, Marinkovic scoring a double, 
with Jamie Maclaren and Keogh added 
the others. 

In the quarter finals both sides needed 
extra time against A-League opposi- 
tion. Adelaide travelled to the Allianz 
Stadium and two strikes from Djite in 
extra time gave them a 3-1 win against 
Sydney FC, while the Glory became the 
first club to beat Melbourne Victory 
this season, winning 4-2 at nib Stadium. 
Keogh scored twice, while teenager mid- 
fielder Danny De Silva scored his first 
senior goal for the club. That set up two 
intriguing Semi-Finals where Adelaide 
beat Central Coast Mariners 3-2, with 
another double to Spanish striker Cirio. 


The Glory ended the dream run of 
NPL Victorian side Bentleigh Greens, 
with Marinkovic bagging a brace in the 
3-0 win. 

Both sides have started the A-League 
season well, only losing once. The only 
Glory loss came against the Reds at 
Coopers Stadium in round 2, with Cirio 
and Awer Mabil scoring, and that win 
will give Josep Gombau’s side a vital 
edge going into the final. The Reds pass- 
ing game has been outstanding, with 
their Spanish and Argentinian brigade 
shining, while Djite and Jason Goodwin 
give them pace in the final third. 

The Glory has been led superbly by 
skipper Michael Thwaite and defensive 
midfielder Rostyn Griffiths, while the 
pace down the flanks from Josh Risdon 
and Scott Jamieson is a great weapon for 
Kenny Lowe's side, but Keogh is the key 
if they are to head back with the trophy. 
It has all the hallmarks of being a classic 
Cup Final, and the winner will go into 
the history book as the first ever winner 
of the competition.

ASIAN CUP COVERED 
BENCHES BOUND FOR 
A-LEAGUE 

A-League clubs will take possession 
of high-tech covered team benches 
specially designed for AFC Asian Cup 
Australia 2015 after the tournament 
ends. 

They will be one of the most visible 
legacies of the biggest football tourna- 
ment ever staged in Australia, which 
kicks off in one month on January 9. 
The 24-seat team benches, manufac- 
tured by a Queensland company, will 
be used for the first time at the Asian 
Cup from January 9-31 in the five host 
cities of Sydney, Melbourne, Brisbane, 
Canberra and Newcastle. 

After the tournament ends, Football 
Federation Australia will adapt them 
to become 12-seat benches for use by 
the A-League clubs. There will also be 
four-seat referees’ benches.

that it will be entering two 
teams in the PlayStation 4 Nation- 
al Premier League (NPL) compe- 
titions in 2015, after securing a 
license from the Football Federa- 
tion South Australia (FFSA).

ith Western Sydney Wanderers gracing the Club World 
Cup in Morrocco this weekend, it bears reminding 
that in South Melbourne FC were the first-ever Austra- 

lian club to compete at the innagural FIFA tournament, 
which was held in Brazil in 2000. Capping off a stellar 
NSL season which saw them defend their 1998 title, the / 
Ange Postecoglou-led South successfully qualified for the 
inaugural Club World Cup in Brazil via winning the Oceahia. 
Club Championship (now the O-League) Final 5-1 again 
Fijian side Nadi. 

Drawn in Group B alongside Brazilian powerhouse Vasco 
da Gama (boasting national-team stalwarts Romario and 
Edmundo), Necaxa of Mexico and none other than Man- 
chester United, part-timers South gave a sterling account 
of themselves. 

In front of 66,000 fans South lost the opening contest 2-0 
to Vasco at the iconic Maracana Stadium. The Blues held 
the home team scoreless until the 53rd minute when Felipe 
scored. Edmundo, ‘the animal’, got a second goal in the 
86th minute as South Melbourne chased an equaliser. 
John Anastasiadis scoring in the 3-1 loss to Necaxa 
ensured the club wouldn’t go home goal-less, before the 
dream fixture against Manchester United. The Red Devils 
were coming off a season in which it had won the League 
and Cup double in England and then the Champions League 
in an extraordinary final against Bayern Munich. 

Some have argued that United did not take the tournament 
seriously, but the players were committed enough and 
David Beckham was sent off against Necaxa. 

In the end, South African Quinton Fortune was the 
destroyer for United with two goals in the 8th and 20th 
minutes and there was no way back for South Melbourne. 
Corinthians and Vasco da Gama each won their respective

groups to qualify for the final. In front of a crowd of 73,000, 
the final finished as a 0-0 draw after extra time. The title 
was decided by a penalty shoot-out that Corinthians won 
4-3. As winners, Corinthians received $6 million in prize 
money, while Vasco da Gama received $5 million. Necaxa 
beat Real Madrid in the third-place play-off to claim $4 
million. Real Madrid received $3 million, and the other 
remaining teams were awarded $2.5 million. 

South Melbourne was by no means disgraced by its 
performance, though the gulf in talent available to the 
overseas teams was apparent. There may have been some 
let down after this taxing effort which came mid-season in 
the NSL, for South finished well down the league in 2000. 
At the conclusion of the league Postecoglou left the club to 
become coach of the Australian youth teams. The following 
season, South Melbourne bounced back to top the NSL 
ladder by eight points in 2001 and lose the Grand Final 
narrowly to Wollongong Wolves. The South coach that year 
was Micky Petersen.
